Legislative Assembly of the territory of Idaho, begun and 
held at the capital, în the town of Lewiston, on Monday, the 
seventh December, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, being 
the first session of the Legislative Assembly held under the 
organic act. Ag i a D 

On which day, being the day fixed by virtue of a proclama- 
tion issued by His Excellency, W. H: Wallace, governor of 
Idaho territory, on the twenty-second day of September, in the 
year of our Lord eighteen hundred and sixty-three, -for the 
meeting of the Legislative ae The members af the 
Council, at half past one o’clock P. M, were-called toorder by 
the Hon. W. B. Daniéls, secretary of the territory.’ The roll .

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being called, the following members elect answered to their 
names : 

First District—E. B. Waterbury, Stanford Capps, and Lyman 
Stanford. 

Second Distric-—Joseph Miller and Ephraim Smith. 

Third District—William C. Rheem. 

Absent, N. P. Langford, third district. 

The secretary having announced a quorum present, on 
motion of Mr. Stanford, E. Smith was elected temporary 
chairman. 

On motion of Mr. Stanford, J. McLaughlin was elected 
temporary clerk. 

The Hon. Judge Parks, of the second judicial district of 
the territory of Idaho, then administered the oath of office to 
all the members present, and the clerk pro tem, respectively. 

On motion of Mr. Waterbury, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

esolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the 
chair, to prepare standing rules for the permanent government 
of the Council. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Rheem, Waterbury and 
Stanford such committee. 

On motion of Mr. Stanford, the Council adjourned to meet 
at ten o'clock A. M., to-morrow.

SECOND DAY. 


COUNCIL CHAMBER, 
Lewiston, December 8th, 1863. \ 

Council met pursuant to adjournment; E. Smith in the 
chair ; roll called. ; absent, Mr. Langford.

Mr. Waterbury, from special committee on rales, presented 
the following report which was adopted. i 

The committee appointed to prepare rules for the govern- 
ment of the Council of the Legislative Assembly of the terri- 
tory of Idaho, would respectfully recommend the following: 


RULES OF THE COUNCIL.

The Council shall choose by ballot ondof the members to 
occupy the chair, who shall be entitled President of the 
Council, and who shall hold his office during the session there- 
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of, unless he be removed therefrom by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present.

The President shall take the chair atthe hour to which the 
Council shall have adjourned ; shall immediately call the mem- 
bers to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall, cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read and corrected.

He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Council by any member, and said appeal 
shall prevail when voted for by two-thirds of the members 
present.

He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting.

Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: “As 
many as are of the opinion that (as the question may be) say 
aye,” and after the affirmative voice is expressed, “As many 
_asare of the contrary opinion, say no.” .If the President 

doubt, or a division be called for, the Council'shall divide, those 
in the affirmative ofa question shall first rise from their seats, 
and afterwards those in the negative. .

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


Custom in all the States and Territories of the Union, and 
law in most of them, requires the executive, at the beginnin 
of each session of the legislative body, to call the attention of 
the servants of the people to such subjects as he deems neces- 
sary and proper for their action. And when the fundamental 
Jaw of any political community makes the executive a part of 
the legislative power, as is the case in this Territory, the utility 
of this custom 1s apparent. 

It is with pleasure, thereforo, that, in compliance with this 
daty, E now meet you at your first session; and I congratulate 
you upon the bright prospects of our young community, and 
upon those indications of rapid and pernianent growth with 
which we are surrounded. Sixty years ago, when Mr. Jeffer- 
son sent Lewis and Clark to explore this country, it was al- 
most ag unknown as the deserts of Africa. Little did he then 
dream of what it would be to day, and much Fess did he dream 
of what it will be sixty years hence. The child is born who 
shall see railroads and telegraphs connecting aur great centres 
of trade with the Atlantic and Pacific oceans; who shall not 
only see the inexhaustible mineral wealth of this country de- 
veloped, but shall see the trade of Asia turned from its ancient 
channels, and the road across this continent become the great 
highway of the world. Hoe shall sce „slavery, that foul stain 
upon our country, blotted out forever, and all danger from do- 
mestic insurrection and foreign intervention pass away with 
the cause that produced it. He shall sea the States of the 
Paeifie rival those of the Atlantic seaboard in population and 
wealth: shall sce a city located on the western side of the ĉon- 
tinent, by the Pacific ocean, surpassing in trade and magniti- 
cence ancient Tyre when she satas a queen and her merchants 
were princes, and cities in the interior surpassing Palmyra and 
Perzepolis in the days of their glory—splendid, not with hea- 
then temples and palaces decorated with barbaric pomp and 
pride, but with cLurches dedicated to the worship of the God 
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of our fathers, and institattons of leatning devoted te the edu- 
cation of our youth in arts and seienée, morals: and !rdligion. 
He whall sev the capital of the nation removed to the valley of 
the Mississippi, .not. four days journey from either ocean, far 
from the reach of. any invading:foe, and easily aecessible to all 
our countrymen, He shall-see his.dountry. more united and 
powerful than eyer before, leading all the dations in the path- 
way of political civilization, and imparting to all the millions 
beneath her sway a degree of prosperity and happiness’ en- 
` joyed by no other people beneath the sun. Then shall the 
population of-the mountaim States be counted by tens of mit- 
lions; and Idaho, one ot the last of .the Territories to be organ- 
ized, shall be one of the first of States.: We are assembled 
here to day iz furtherance of this grand result, and. should cheer- 
` fally eqntribuate toward it or utmost labor'and skill. +:

The first duty especially enjoined- upon the legislative as- 
sembly, by the organic act,isto make an apportionment as 
nearly equal as practicable among the several counties and dis- 
tricts for the eloction of the Council and Representatives. This 
duty is so obvious and necessary- that: I need nob comment 
apon it; and so with. several others. : The Act requires the 
jegislature to prescribe thetime, place and manner of holding 
and conducting all elections of the people; to fixthe day of 
the commencement of the regular session of the legislative ar- 
sembly; to prescribe the qualifications of voters and of hélding 
office; ta provide for the-elaction of, orto appoint in connec- 
tion with the Governor, all district, township and county òf- 
cers, not otherwise provided for in the orpanie act; to dotate 
and establish the seat of government of the Territory, in eon- 
junction with the Governor; to divide the Territory into three 
Judicial Districts, and to fix the times and places of, holding 
courts therein, and to assign to each of the judges of the Su- 
preme Court the district in which he shall, reside;.-and to fix 
the time of, holding the annual term of the Supreme Court. - 
Upon this suhjeut I have only to say, thatthe Territory is so 
large that it will be ‘inconvenient, if not impossible, for more 
than two or three terms of the District Coyrt to be held per ` 
annum in any oue district; and that, as it seems tomey it 
would be more convenient forthe Supreme Court to, be held 
during the session of the legislature. A division of the Ter- 
-ritory iuto districts and an assignment ofthe judges have al- 
ready been made, and-the time and place of holding the first 
term in each have been fixed; but this arrangement ‘was only 
for present convenience, and will, of course; be adjusted- du- 
ring your session more fully, “You are also required to limit 
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Ze 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme, District and Probate courts, 
and of Justices of the Peace. 

The organic act contemplates the organization of the militia. 
A. well regulated militia system has always been considered 
one of the safeguards of nations. It is to be hoped that no 
necessity may-ever arise for the employment of troops in this 
hitherto peaceful Territory ; but the time may come, before 
the suppression of the existing insurrection, when we will, be 
-ealled upon by the national Government to furnish our quota 
af troops for the service of our country, and though from our 
situation we could do but little, we should be always ready to 
do that little with alacrity. Besides, there are other circum- 
stances in our domestic condition which render it highly pro- 
per that there should be efficient military organizations all over 
the Territory, and I therefore commend the subject to your 
careful consideration. 

Your attention is respectfully invited to that section of the 
organic act which fixes the salaries and per diem of the officers 
and Legislature of the Territory. Congress seems tò have 
been governed in this matter by the cost of the necessaries of 
life, and the value of legal tender notes in the Atlantic States. 
But it is obvious that here, where the cost of living is more 
than double, and where the money of the government is only 
worth one-half, or two-thirds of its face, such a standard will 
not answer. Some of the Territories have been obliged 
largely to inerease the amount allowed by Congress, and I 
submit to your wisdom whether something of the kind should 
not be done here. A young Territory, whose resources are 
undeveloped, and without any system of revenue yet in oper- 
ation, whatever may be her prospective wealth, should not be 
reckless in her appropriations, or profuse in her expenditures ; 
but it should be remembered that parsimony is not economy, 
and that efficient officers cannot well be obtained without 
adequate compensation. 

The fourteenth section of the organic act donates two 
sections of Jand in each township in the Territory for the use 
of schools therein, when the lands shall be surveyed. I submit 
to the legislature whether any action is necessary to be taken 
by them at the present session in reference to this provision, 
or to the subject of education generally. It cannot be neces- 
sary to argue the necessity of education to the preservation of 
our free institutions. “We must educate,” said a great 
American orator, “or we must perish by our own prosperity;” 
and all history attests the truth of that proposition. Prosperity, 
wealth, luxury, vice and ruin, are the successive steps in the 
career of every nation that does not rely upon the virtue and 
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intelligence of the ‘people. Alkthe gold in these-mountains 
will not sdve us from the fate of free nations that have: ote” 
before us if we do not educate our children, but ‘rather make: 
our decline more swift and sure. Who does not know that it 
is to the ignorance of the many, operated upon bythe ambition 
of the few, that our insurrectionary States are indebted fur thé 
desolation which is laying them waste and making their palaces: 
the abodes of owls. Let us establish schools and churches, 
encourage teachers, patronize the arts and sciences, teach our 
children to seek knowledge rather than wealth, and labor to’ 
perpetuate dur institutions by a union of intelligencetand 
virtue, liberty arid law. RP 6 eek 4 ioe 
In addition to those matters thus specially confided to the 
care of the legislative body, Congress has given them power 
to act upon all rightful subjects of legislation consistetié with 
the Constitution of the United States, and the Organic Act— 
a vast power réquiring in its exercise great ability, labor and 
piscretion. It involves the drganization and. details of the, 
executive, legislative, and judicial branches of the térritorial 
governinent; the subject of contracts; the rules of pleaditig,: 
practice, and evidence, both civil aud criminal; the definition 
‘and putishment of’crimes; the levying and colleétion of 
taxes; the subject of roads and other internal improvémeiits y 
the qualifications of officers, jurors and witnesses; the regu- 
lation of the domestic rélations; the disbursement of moneys; 
and so many other things that they cantiot even be mentioned 
here. And in dealing with all these subjects care should be 
taken that the limits of legislative power, to-wit: The Con- 
stitution of the United States aiid the Organic Act, are not 
over-stepped, as all laws inconsistent with these will be void; 
and their enactment. only embarrass the people; the bxecutive; 
atid fhe courts.. I may -Be permitted fk this connection to 
suggest that no body of mén; however industrious dnd ‘able; 
can ih a single session of sixty days frante a systein of laws to- 
meet the wants of fhe people, and that it has been usual for 
the ney territories -to adopt the codé: of somé of the States: 
Thus; California ådüpted the cade of New York; and Nevads. 
of California; with sah modification in each case as citeum-=" 
stances fequired. Mining- being the preat controling interest 
of out people; and „gur material wealth and prosperity being: 
_ 8p dependerit upon it; good laws for its regulation and protec- 
tion are indispensible. Those ehgayed in this luctative btit hiz- 
ardots ind laboridus..pursuit, have a right to expect that thé 
legislature will do all it can fór their aasistance arid security:. 
Thotsands óf them ‘have left their home and have endured 
all the privatioiis of à long dndtedibus journey across iioii 
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tains and deserts, to come to this new land to procure a com- 
petence for their families; and to build up a new State in thewil- 
derness. It is to the effarts of these men mainly that we shall 
owe the rapid development of our great resources, and none 
more than they have a right to the protection of our laws. It 
ip believed that the statutes of Nevada are probably as suitable 
for us as those of any State or Territory ;-mining is her great 
leading pursuit, as itis ours; her soil aud productions are 
similar to qurs; and being the last of the territories to adopt 
a çode of laws, she had the benetit of the experience of all the 
rest. And I cannot but add that, in devotion to the constitu- 
tion and laws of our country, she might well be imitated, not 
only by us, but by some of the older states of the Union. She 
was organized at a period of unexampled national peril, when 
` the heart of the patriot beat anxiously for the fate of the Pacific 
coast. She sent the first message by lightning across the eon- 
tinent to the President and people of the United States, boldly 
proclaiming eternal fidelity to the flag of our country. But 
whether you adopt the Nevada code, or some other, or frame 
a system of laws, it will be necessary in order to complete the 
system, whatever it may be, to adopt the common law asa 
part of it, so far as itis suitable to our condition and not in- 
consistent with the statutes and Constitution of the United 
States. The common law is said to fill every interstice, and 
oeeupy every wide space which the statute law cannot occupy, 
and is regarded as indispensible by all our States and 
Territories. 

Some of the Territories have passed laws for punishing 
the offence of selling intoxicating liquorsto the Indians. The 
necessity of preserving peace with the various tribes in our 
midst to the rapid development and settlement of our Terri- 
tory is apparent to all, and with prudence on. our part it’ is 
believed that this can be easily accomplished. The hereditary 
- hostility ef the Indian to the white man seems either to have 
worn ont, or to be suppressed in the midst of so many .evi- 
dences of superior knowledge and power. ‘Treaties of peace 
and amity have been made with nearly all the Indian tribes. 
“The war whoop no longer wakes the sleep of the cradle,” 
and the sounds that meet our ears from the lodgers and camps 
around ns are not “the shouts of savage warfare and ‘the 
shrieks of torture,” but of harmless and peaceful revelry. 
But experience with these people prove that when intoxicated ' 
the most of them will become incarnate fiends; and those 
had white men who fora little gain,’ will sell them ardent 
spirits and thus excite their dreadful passions, wilfully endan-~ 
ger the peace, and property and lives-of their fellow citizens, . 
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and should, be regarded and treated as incorrigible enemies of 
the human race. Whether we may need any law in addition 
to those passed by congress for the punishment of those men, 
it will be for you to determine. , E 

Gambling is regarded in every well regulated community as 
a ruinous vice. The lawin every-enlightened State is believed. 
to be against it, and this legislature will no doubt passa 
stringent act for its suppression. > . ee 

There is another subject of transcendant national import. 
ance which cannot-be overlooked. Idaho is a component part 
of the Federal Union, and in taking her place now for the first 
time among the organized Territories, it is meet, that’she 
should, through her executive and legislature, clearly and de- 
cidedly declare her position upon the rebellion which hag 
threatened the life.of the nation and filled the land with 
mourning. Mr, Stephens, one of the-ablest men in the so- 
called Southern Confederacy, in attempting to dissuade the 
State of Georgia from seceding from the Union, challenged 
any one to point out asingle right which the nation had denied 
the South, or a single wrong it had inflicted upon her. Mr. 
Douglas, the great Western Senator, almost with his, dying 
‘breath expressed the same sentiments, and invoked the people- 
as the only safe way of preserving the national existence, to 
“the most stupendous and overwhelming preparations for 
war.” Those great men knew whereof they spoke. But if 
they did not, and the South had been wronged, she had no 
right to attempt redress by revolution. The right of revolu- 
tion belongs to people of arbitrary governments, and cannot 
be admitted in free representative republics like ours, where 
suffrage is almost universal, and where rulers-when obnoxious 
and laws when, oppressive, can be changed so easily at thé 
ballot box. When the rebellion commenced: the, seceding 
States had it in their power to prevent the passage of a single 
law they did not approve. Nay, more; a majority of the 
leaders of the secession movement, at the very time they were 
laboring to take their States out of the Union, were in the 
service of the nation, and sworn to support the Constitution 
which they were laboring to overthrow. Inthe eyes, therefore, 
both of God and man, they stand forth as perjured traitors, 
responsible for all the treasure that has been wasted, for all 
the blood that has been shed, for every tear that has owed, 
for every groan that has been uttered in this terrible insurrec- 
tion. Itis one of the evils of slavery that it cultivates the 
love of power, and_ makes: the.slaveholder impatient of even 
legitimate control, f The. rebellion had its origin.id the-same 
_ cause that led Lucifer and his associates to resist the power of 
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the Almighty, and attempt to break up the order and harmony 
of Heaven. Itwas ambition, the sentiment that, “it is better 
to reign in hell than servein Heaven.” The ambitious spirits 
of the South thought they saw in the rapid increase of popu- 
lation and wealth in the North and West, a time soon coming 
when they could no longer control the country. They re- 
solved, therefore, to set up for themselves, aud to found on the 
ruins of the Union a confederacy that they could rule, and to 
make “slavery its chief corner-stone.” Shall Idaho, the lar- 
gest of all the territories, take her stand in sympathy with a 
cause so vile, and cloud the morning of her political existence 
with the darkness of treason? Or, shall she assume an emas- 
culate neutrality less manly than treason itself? No! Let 
her, as her name indicates, sit among the mountains a gem of 
the brightest lustre, radiant with unconditional loyalty, 
attracting by her glorious light the gaze and admiration of 
mankind. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, may your session be pleasant and 
harmonious, and may the results of your labors be right in 
themselves, and acceptable to your constituents; and may we ` 

- all as public servants, ever remember that righteousness exal- 
teth a nation, but that sin is a reproach to any people, and so 
conduct ourselves, both in public and in private, as to secure 
the favor of that Great Being who holds in the hollow of His 
hand the destiny of men and of nations, and without whose 
aid all our labors will be vain and fruitless.

Laramie, Fort Benton, Gallatin, Virginia City, Bivan’s Gulch, 
and Nevada Gity, your petitioner received six hundred and 
fifty-two votes for member of the Council of Idaho territory ; 
that, in the same district, exclusive of Fort Laramie, N. 
Langford received only three hundred and seventeen votes for 
said office, which left a majority of three hundred and thirty- 
five votes in your petitioner’s favor; that believing said ma- 
jority would not be overcome in the single precinct of Fort 

_Laramie, where it was supposed there could not be more than 
one hundred votes cast, your petitioner repaired to the capital 
of the territory to discharge his duties asa member of the 
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territorial legislature ; that upon his arrival at this place, he 
learned that the entire vote at Fort Laramie, amounting to 
nearly five hundred votes, had been cast for said Langtord, 
thereby giving him a majority of all the votes cast in said 
district. Your petitioner, however, believing that most of the 
votes cast at Fort Laramie were illegal and fraudulent, and 
that he has himself received a majority of the legal votes cast 
in said district, and is justly entitled to represent said district 
in the Council of Idaho territory, respectfuliy asks that a com- 
mittee be appointed to examine into and report upon his rights 
to a seat as a member of your honorable body.

Pir President—Y our committee, appointed to investigate the 
matter of the petition of A. J. Edwards, to be admitted as a 
member of the Couneil, from the district east of the Rocky 
mountains, including the precincts of Fort Laramie, Fort 
Benton, Gallatin, Virginia City, Nevada City, and Bivan’s 
Gulch, beg leave to report as follows: 

Your committee have ascertained upon examination of the 
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oll lists, that, from the precincts included in ‘said Council 
district, (excepting that of Fort Laramie,) were cast, for mem- 
ber of Council, nine hundred and sixty-nine votes, of which 
the said petitioner received six hundred and fifty-two. votes, 
and N, P. Langford received three hundred and seventeen, 
giving to sajd petitioner a majority of three hundred and 
thirty-five votes. We find that the returns from said precinet 
are, In many respects, informal, buf we have been unable to 
ascertain that there is any complaint of unfairness in the con- 
duct of the election of said precinct last named, and have the 
assurance, from reliable persons who were in that locality 
when the election was held, thatthe said returns were genuine, 
and‘in their general result are correct. We have also exam- 
ined the returns of the election in the Laramie precinct, from 
which it appears that N. P. Langford received four hundred 
and seventy-nine votes for member of the Council, and Mr- 
A. J. Edwards, your petitioner, none. -~ ' 

It will be seen from the proclamation of his excellency, 
Governor Wallace, of the 22d of September, A. D. 1868, that 
certain persons ‘named Harvey Jones, Seth Ward, and J. B. 
Alexander, were appointed the judges of election for said pre- 
cinct, neither of whose names appear in the returns of the 
election held therein. Itis true that the proclamation pro- 
vides that, “in case all the judges herein appointed for any 
precinct, fail or neglect to attend, then the qualified electors: of 
such precinct may, on the morning of election, select three 
persons who shall act as judges of said elections.” But the, 
returns do not show, nor can we ascertain from other sources, 
that the judges appointed by higs,excellency, the governor, did 
fail or neglect to attend.. The’ Porous claiming to have acted 
from all that appears may have been self-constituted. 

The proclamation further provides that the’ judges’ shall 
mutually administer to each other the requisite oath, which 
does not appear to have been done, and this we regard as a 
necessary pre-requisite qualification. Again, it doesnotap- ` 
pearin what manner the election was conducted. The proc- 
lamation says: “They (the judges of election) shall appoint two 
clerks to whom they shall administer the requisite oath, and 

“shall by proclamation, announce that the polls are open, pro- 
ceed to open and hold. the election by ballot. And we are 
further informed by the secretary of the territory, that no poll 
list was returned, and there is no evidence that any was kept. 
Again, the number of votes returned is calculated to justly 
excite suspiciou as ta the correctness of the return from that _ 
precinct. 

It is well known that Fort Laramié is an isolated post; that 
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the residents at that locality, and in the adjacent portion of the 
territory, are confined almost exclusively to the attaches of the 
military department there located; besides, we have the re- 
turns of the marshal of the territory, a person especially ap- 
pointed to take the census, whose returns being dated Septem- 
ber the 22d, A. D. 1863, show that there was, at that date, but 
two hundred and eighteen persons in said precinct, only one 
hundred of whom were qualified voters, and we cannot 
assume thatthe said marshal was in error. We would, there- 
fore, respectfully recommend that A. J. Edwards be allowed a 
seat in this body as a member of the Council of this territory.
